enabl e th e e nd user syst e m to initially display th e morphing advertisem e nt in th e compact display 
format and to transition th e morphing adv e rtis e ment from the compact display format into tho 
e xpand e d display format upon a us e r r e qu e st to display th e expanded display format while no 
longer displaying tho compact display format ^ 

wherein the generating, receiving, and delivering are performed by one or more 
computers . 

2. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 , wherein 
the expanded display format comprises additional information about the item being advertised 
compared to the compact display format. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein 
the additional information comprises one or more images. 

4. (Cancelled) 

5. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 1^ wherein at 
least one menu option comprises a link to at least one other content item . 

6. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 4, wherein 
upon selection of one of the menu options, the content specified in association with the selected 
menu option is retrieved. 

7. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 6, wherein 
the content retrieved comprises content provided by or affiliated with a host entity that performs 
the storing, receiving and delivering steps. 

8. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein 
the additional information comprises an animation. 

9. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein 
the additional information comprises audio and/or video. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 , wherein 
the user request comprises selection of 9a-tiie.expansion icon pr e s e nt e d as port o f associated with 
the compact display format. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 , wherein 
the user request comprises a mouse-over of the morphing advertisement when displayed in the 

compact display format. 

1 2 . (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 , wherein 
the user request comprises a preference specified by the user.

storing a price parameter in association with fee-one or more advertisements for certain 
performance by end users viewing the adv e rtisemen t advertisements : and 

upon receiving a-the request, determining the one or more advertisements to deliver based 
at least in part on the price parameter associated with a plurality of advertisements associated 
with afee subject matter of interest. 

1 4. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 3 , further 

comprising: 

granting a ranking bonus to the morphing advertisement in determining the one or more 

advertisements to deliver. 

15. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 13, wherein 
the determining step d e t e rmin e s further comprises: 

ranking ef-the advertisements based on an effective revenue per impression determined 
based on bid amount and click-through-rate. 

1 6. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 5, further 
comprising: 

granting a bonus for the morphing advertisement including taking an action causing a 
change to the effective revenue per impression for the morphing advertisement. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 6, wherein 
fee -taking an action comprises: 

enhancing fee price parameter for fee morphing advertisement. 

1 8. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented mefeod of claim 1 7, wherein 
fee advertiser is charged based on fee price parameter but not fee increased price parameter value 
when fee morphing advertisement achieves one or more performance parameters. 
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1 9. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 3, wherein 
the advertiser is charged an increased amount for the morphing advertisement. 

20. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 13, further 
comprising: 

calculating an amount owed by an advertiser associated with an advertisement based on 
the advertisement meeting a performance parameter associated with the morphing advertisement. 

2 1 . (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 20, wherein 
the performance parameter is determined based on user activity associated with the second 
display format. 

22. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 2 1 , wherein 
the user activity comprises a predetermined period of time vieAving the expanded display format. 

23 . (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 2 1 , wherein 
the user activity comprises the user request to view the expanded display format. 

24. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 2 1 , wherein 
the user activity comprises a predetermined number of user selections of menu options, 
navigational links or other conti-ols available in the expanded display format.

26. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 25, wherein 
the expanded display format comprises a graphic. 

27. (Currentiy Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 26, wherein 
the instructions code includes i nclude an instruction to preload afee graphic associated with the 
expanded displav format b efore an end user request to display the expanded display format. 
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28. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1, wherein 
the expanded display format covers different area in an interface of the end user system than the 
compact display format. 

29. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 28, further 
comprising: 

storing a price parameter value in association with the one or more advertisements when 
the advertisement meets one or more performance parameters with respect to the end user; 

upon receiving a request for an advertisement, determining one or more advertisements to 
deliver based at least in part on the price parameter associated with a plurality of advertisements 
associated with the subject matter of interest; and 

wherein the step of determining includes assessing whether to deliver the morphing 
advertisement based on the price parameter of the morphing advertisement, the price parameter 
value of at least one other advertisement and at least one area-based parameter. 

30. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 29, wherein 
the area-based parameter comprises the price parameter value of at least one advertisement that 
the expanded display format would cover upon user request. 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 30, wherein 
the one or more advertisements are delivered for display in a priority scheme and wherein the 
morphing advertisement may cover one or more other advertisements by accepting an obligation 
to pay the price parameter value associated with the morphing advertisement and the price 
parameter value associated with each other advertisement that the second display format covers. 

32. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 3 1 , wherein 
the morphing advertisement may cover one or more other advertisements by accepting an 
obligation to pay the price parameter value associated with the morphing advertisement and the 
price parameter value associated with each other advertisement that the second display format 
covers plus a premium amount. 
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33. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1, wherein 
the compact Mid the expanded display formats are approved prior to being delivered. 

34. (Currently Amended) An apparatus comprising: 

a database system for storing a plurality of advertisements associated with one or more 
subject matters of interest to users, the plurality of advertisements comprising at least one 
morphing advertisement; and 

a server performing operations comprising: 

generating a morphing advertisement including a compact display format including an 
associated expansion icon, an expanded display format comprising one or more menu options 
and a reference to a network location for retrieving specified content associated with each menu 
option, and code a client device uses to transition the morphing advertisement from the compact 
display format into the expanded display format upon a user request to display the expanded 
display format: 

receiving a request for one or more advertisements related to a subject matter of interest 
to be presented on a webpage associated with a publisher : and 

delivering at one time at l e ast one the morphing advertisement in response to the request 
to be presented on artiie.webpage associated with a-the publisher, the morphing advertisement 
including a first instance being at he compact display format, a s e cond instance being an the 
expanded display format^ and the code instructions to initially display tbo morphing 
adv e rtisem e nt in the compact display format and to transition the morphing advertisement from 
the compact display format into th e e xpanded display format upon a user requ e st to display the 
e xpand e d display format while no long e r displaying tho compact display format . 

35. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 33, wherein the expanded display 
format comprises additional information about the item being advertised compared to the 
compact display format. 



36. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 35, wherein the additional 
information comprises one or more images or image references. 
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37. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 35, wherein the additional 
information comprises menu options or links that enable the user to request additional content. 

38. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 37, wherein upon selection of one 
of the menu options, the content specified in association with the selected menu option is 
retrieved. 

39. (Previously Presented) The apparatus ofclaim 38, wherein the content retrieved 
comprises content provided by or affiUated with a host entity that performs the storing, receiving 
and delivering steps. 

40. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 35, wherein the additional 
information comprises information of a type selected fi-om a group consisting of animation, 
audio, and video. 

41 . (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 34, wherein the one or more user 
requests comprises selection of aH-tiie.expansion icon presented i nas part o f association with the 
compact display format. 

42. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 34, wherein the one or more user 
requests comprises a mouse-over of the compact display format. 

(Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 34, wherein the one or more user 
requests comprises a preference specified by the user.

a database system for storing a price parameter value in association with one or more

wherein, the advertising listing system, upon receiving a-the request for an advertisement, 
determines one or more advertisements to deliver based at least in part on the price parameter 
value associated with a plurality of advertisements associated with the subject matter of interest. 
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45. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 44, wherein the advertising listing 
system grants a bonus for morphing advertisements in determining the one or more 

advertisements to deliver. 

46. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 44, wherein the advertising listing 
system determines ranking of advertisements based on an effective revenue per impression . 

47. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 46, wherein the advertising listing 
system grants a bonus for morphing advertisements by taking an action causing a change to the 
effective performance-rate for the morphing advertisement. 

48. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 47, wherein the action comprises 
enhancing the value for the morphing advertisement. 

49. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 48, wherein the advertiser is 
charged based on tiie price parameter value but not the increased price parameter value when the 
morphing advertisement meets a performance parameter.- 

50. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 34, wherein the advertiser is 
charged an increased amount for a morphing advertisement.

at least one input field through which an advertiser may input data for a second display format 
for a morphing advertisement including data related to at least one image. 

1 1 5. (Withdrawn) The interface of claim 1 14 wherein the interface enables an 
advertiser user to provide at least one menu title and at least one corresponding destination. 

116. (Withdrawn) The interface of claim 1 1 5 wherein the corresponding destination 
comprises a web page. 

117. (Withdrawn) The interface of claim 1 1 6 wherein the web page comprises a web 
page provided by or sponsored by a system hosting the input module. 

1 1 8. (Withdrawn) The interface of claim 1 14 wherein the interface enables an 
advertiser user to provide data related to contact information.
